Train No. 98, known as the Jasper ac- 
eommodation, left Chattanooga about 2:40 
o'clock this afternoon. It was due at 
Summit at 3:08. The other train, fast mail 
No. 1, from Nashville. was behind time 
and the meeting point of these trains 
had been changed from the regular sta- 
tion to Summit. 


Orders Overlooked. 

One of the engineers, it is said, over- 
looked his orders and ran past the desig- 
nated meeting place. 

Engineer George Rollins, of Pikeville; 
Fireman L. A. Kankin, of this city, and 
Conductor R. A. Doss, of Jasper, com- 
posed the crew of the accommodation 
train. 

The fireman was horribly mangled and 
died almost instantly. 

Engineer Rollins was badly injured, as 
his legs were terribly crushed and large 
noles made in his head and left side. He 
died while being taken to the hospital. 

Engineer George J. Ray, of the fast 
mail train, is seriously injured and it Is 
thought fatally. His left side and head 
were crushed and other parts of his body 
bruised. 

His fireman, James Bernard, was 
caught under the smaller engine and lit- 
erally burned to death. A handful of cin- 
ders and charred flesh was all that could 
be found of him. 

Express Messenger Webb, of the fast 
mail train, was caught under the debris 
and died shortly after having been re- 
moved to a place of safety. 

Thrilling Story of Wreck. 

The.story of the wreck as told by pas- 
sengers on tne mail train is a thrilling 
one, as they were able to see the ap- 
proaching disaster. On account of the 
position of the track, there being a double 
reverse curve at the place of the wreck, 
the passengers were able to see from the 
side of the cars the approaching accom- 
modation train. They thought it merely 
a passing of regular trains and did not 
heed the warning until the crash came, 
and it was too late to naelp themselves, 

The accommodation train, being the 
lighter one, was entirely telescoped, the 
ponderous machinery of the fast train 
plowing its way through the cars and 
splintering them into kindling wood. Both 

eiigines had their position reversed and 
were thrown 40 yards from the\racks. 

None of the passengers were seriously 


injured. 
ATLANTA MAN IN WRECK. 


James T. Miller Injured in Collision 
on Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis Road Yesterday. 
James T. Miller, of No. 123 Forrest ave- 
nue. Atlanta, who is connected with the 
“railway mail service, was seriously In- 
jured in the wreck of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis fast mail, which 
occurred about 12 miles out of Chatta- 

nooga yesterday afternoon. 

Miller was in the mail car when the 
‘ train collided with an accommodation 
train, which was behind time and should 
have been on a siding. He was injured 
by being hit with flying timbers and was 
thrown from one end of the car to the 
other by the concussion. 

He was taken from the wreck and put

ROOSEVELT IS SCARED 
BY THE WOOD SCANDAL 
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SENATOR HENRY M. TELLER, 


Who Exposed the Cuban Reciprocity Scandal Which Has Startled the 
Country. 
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Thurber Disclosures Cause President To Hurry to 
Washington To Consult Party Leaders-=Teller 
Promises To Spring Another Sensation.

Washington, June 12.—(Special.)—Presi- } 


dent Roosevelt is hurrying home from 
West Point to confer with members of the 
cabinet and republican leaders concern- 
ing the effect of the Thurber disclosures. 

The president had expected to run over 
to Oyster Bay for a day, his programme 
bringing him to Washington Saturday 
morning. But yesterday’s sensation has 
brought about a change and tomorrow 
will be devoted to consultations over the 
situation. 

Senator Aldrich, of Rhode Island, who 
is managing the bill for the administra- 
tion, repeated today his declaration of 
confidence that the disclosures will make 
no difference with the progress of the 
bill before the senate, as a sufficient num- 
ber of republican senators have agreed 
to vote for it to insure its passage. Sen- 
ator Elkins and Senator Burrows, who 
are the leaders of the insurgents, ao not 
agree with Senator Aldrich’s diagnosis of 
the situation, but they are chary about 
giving figures and content themselves 
with expressing unbounded confidence 
that even if the bill does pass the 
senate it cannot go through the house 
without the amendment removing the 
sugar trust's differential. 

Democrats Are Jubilant. 

The democrats are sitting steady in the 
boat and are jubilant over the undoubt- 
ed fact that the disclosures, showing 
as they do a combination of goverh 
ment with sugar trust money utilized in 
behalf of the administration bill, gives 
them a great political advantage whether 
the bill does or does not pass. Many 
republicans agree with them that the 
disclosures furnish a powerful weapon 
to the democrats in the coming cam- 
paign. 

The republicans make wo secret of the 
fact that they have hoped to have the 
congressional campaign fought out upon 
the single issue of the Philippines and 
they regard these Cuban disclosures as 
playing greatly into the hands of their 
opponents. They do not conceal the. 
fear of the effect which a showing up 
of the extravagances and misappropria- 
tion of funds in Cuba will have upon the 
yoters of the country, especially when 
it is so clearly demonstrated that the 
funds controlled by the secretary of war 
and the president have been combined 
with those of the sygar trust in behalf of 


the measure which they haye declared 
to be a distinctly administration mea- 
sure. 

Republican politicians have thought that 
the president’s action in bringing suits 
against the beef combine and against 
the great merger of the northern rail- 
roads would have the effect of eiiminat- 
ing the trust question from the cam- 
paign this year, but they see all or their 
hopes shattered by this acknowledged 
combination of “the administratien with 
the sugar trust. Western republicans do 
not hesitate to declare that upon such an 
of the doubtful districts and 
some of those counted surely republican 
would be placed in the democratic col- 
umn. 

Attitude of Democrats.

Beet Sugar Senators Confer. 

The republican senators who are friend- 
ly to beet sugar and who oppose the 
proposed legislation for a reduction of 
the tariff on Cuban products held a con- 
ference of almost two hours’ duration 
today and decided to continue their op- 
position to the reciprocity proposition. 
They will do this by announcing to the 
advocates of tariff reduction that they 
will case their votes for the reci- 
procity bill as it pased the house 
of representatives, including the Mor- 
ris amendment for the abolition of the 
differential duty on refined sugar, and 
that they will resist all amendments that 
may be offered on it. They will propose 
two alternatives. One of these is to 
drop the subject and make no further at- 
tempt to secure reciprocity legislation. 
The other is to accept the rebate plan. 

A count of those present and those ab- 
sent and Known to be In sympathy witn 
the movement led to the conclusion that 
there are at ledst nineteen republican 
senators who can be depended on to 
stand together in any course agreed on. 

Counting the ful] democratic vote ag 
favorable to the house bill, the beet sugar 
advocates concluded that a proposition 
to pass that measure unamended would 
be the strongest that could be put for- 
ward. The combination of the two forces 
would give a total of 52 votes, or 7 
more than a majority. There was objec- 
tion on the part of some of the senators 
present to acceptance of the house bill 
carrying the abolition of the refined su- 
gar differential, with the reciprocity pro- 
vision, but it was pointed out that by no 
other course were the beet sugar senators 
certain of securing the full democratie 
vote. 

The republican caucus of senators, 
which it wag announced yesterday would 
be held Friday or Saturday, has not yet 
been ca#fed and Senator Aldrich tonight, 
after a conference with Senators Allison, 
Platt of Connecticut and McMillan, sald 
that no date had been decided on for the 
caucus. He still thought, however, thae 
there would be a cqucus at an early day, 

Roosevelt Sees Senators. 

Washington, June. 12.—President Roose- 
velt and party arrived @onight from West 
Point. 

Soon after the president reached the 
white house Senator Platt, of Connec- 
ticut, chairman of the committee on re- 
lations, called by appointment. The 
announcement was made at the white 
house that no statement would be given 
out tonight regarding General Wood's 
action in giving Cuban funds for the 
reciprocity legislation, but that such a 
statement probably will be issued tomor- 
row. 

Senator Spooner, of Wisconsin, called 
also by appointment soon after the ar- 
rival of Senator Platt and the two sena- 
tors were in conference with President 
Roosevelt for more than an hour. At its 
close neither senator would say anything 
as to the nature of their joint talk with 
the president. Some question exists, it 
is said, as to whether a statement will 
be issued from the white house concern- 
ing General Wood's Cuban reciprocity 
expenditures, some doubt existing as to 
the policy of treating the matter as of 
sufficient importance to warrant a formal 
official statement from the administra- 
tion. It is probable, however, thet the 
statement will be given out. Genera] 
Wood has not been summoned to appear 
before the investigating committee as 
yet. The conference discussed the out- 
look for reciprocity ‘egislation, in view 
of recent developments, but so far as 
can be learned there is no change in the 
president’s purposes.

Soldiers. Swarm in see's af 
Pawtucket, R, 1, To Repress 
the Strikers 


ROY FATALLY WOUNDED 
HY BULLET OF DEPUTY 


Martial Law Has Not Been Declared, 
but the City Is Ruled by the 
Military—All Cars Are Run 
with Soldiers Acting 
as Guards. 


Pawtucket, R. L, June 12.—For the first 
time in the history of the city bayonets 
in the hands of soldiers ordered out by 
the governdr of the state to suppress 
riotous disturbances’ glistened in the 
streets of Pawtucket today. The aston- 
ishing increase in the number of lawless 
acts directed against the United Traction 
Company, whose union men have been 
on strike since June 2, and the inability 
of the limited police force and deputy 
sheriffs to suppress rioting induced Gov- 
ernor Kimball to cajl the militia. 

Numerous scenes of disorder occurred 
during the day and More than a score of 
persons were injured, one fatally. 

In the presence of about 1,000 persons 
and the mustia thig evening Adjutant 
General Sackett read the riot act. 

The city was takén possession of by 
the militia. A provisional rejg ment was 
formed, composed of companies from the 
First and Second regiments, with ths 
first battalion of cavalry. The regi- 
ment responded to @n emergency call 
promulgated by Governor Kimball and 
Brigadier General Herbert 8. Tanner as- 
sumed command. In the afternoon or- 
ders were issued calling out the third 
division of the nave, reserve and the ma- 
chine gun battery. 

The first disturbance wags at the city 
lhe. Pursuing the custom followed dur- 
ing the strike, the United Traction Com- 
pany’s cars were started from the Paw- 
tucket avemue car house near the line 
dividing Pawtucket and Providence and 
on one car was a number of deputy 
sheriffs. This car was followed at in- 
tervals by three others. 

The Trouble Begins. 

When the cars reached the junctién of 
Pawtucket and East avenues trouble be- 
gan. The presence of the deputies on the 
cars angered the crowd which had gath- 
ered and a fusilade of stones, tin cans 
and other missiles followed. The cars 
were badly damaged. The motorman of 
each car saw that his only chance was to 
start the car at full speed and run 
through the crowd without’ stopping. 
Each car was assailed and soon all were 
stalled at Haymarket square. 

Then Chief of Police Rice informed 
General Tanner that the conditions were 
such that his force of men was unable to 
handle the mob and he sought the aid of 
the militia. 

A’ company of the First regiment was 
sent out and met the cars at Haymarket 
square. It preceded them to East and 
Pawtucket avenues, where the militia- 
men guarded the cars in front and rear. 
There was a noisy demonstration. For a 
minute the soldiers were cheered and 
then a few rocks were thrown. One of 
these struck Deputy Sheriff Horton cut- 
ting his face. 

On a trip from Providence to Pawtucket 
Deputy Sheriff Horton had discharged his 
revolver four times, and, although no 
one was hit, this act made the crowd 
angry. 

The cars were run through to the city 
line without further trouble. 

Troopers Keep the Peace. 

Then the street where the trouble had 
occurred was picketed off by troop A and 
the troopers maintained peace for an 
hour or more. During this interval cars 
were not run. In the meantime High 
Sheriff White asked that three companies 
of militia be sent to Pawtucket avenue. 
and this was done, with Ma@for Johnson 
in command. But before this order was 
carried into effect the most. serious 
trouble of the day occurred. 

A car wag started from the Pawtucket 
avenue car house on which were a score 
of deputy sheriffs. At Pawtucket and East 
avenues a big crowd was in waiting and 
it was prepared to give the deputies a 
warm reception. Major Maynard had the 
first battalion of cavalry as a guard to 
the cars, the troops being divided by 
platoons, front and rear. The deputy 
sheriffs were ordered to keep their re- 
volvers in their pockets by Major: May- 
nard, who said if there was to be shoot- 
ing done, the militta would do it. 

Chief of Police Rice was present and 
advised the people to disperse and a 
number of the striking conductors and 
motormen practically endangered their 
own safety by endeavoring to prevail on 
the people to leave. 

Before the people turned their atten- 
tion to the car they cheered the troop- 
ers. Immediately after, however. a rain 
of stones, brickbats and every conceiv- 
able form of missile fell upon the electric 
car. The troopers were hemmed in by the 
mob and with great difficulty succeed- 
ed in working their way out, the motor- 
man of the car bravely facing the mob 
and getting his car through. 

Litle Boy Is Shot. 

But when the turmoil was at its height 
fully a dozen shots were fired from the 
car, through tke drawn curtains, atl of 
which did no damage, save one, which 
lodged in the neck of Venner Peterson,

when he was.standing some distance from 
the car. The shooting made the mob 
wild and only the presence of the troops 
prevented the demolition of the car and 
the serious injury to some of the deputies.

Five’ shots were fired, and according 
to the testimony of the undertaker who 
prepared the body for burial, five Dullets 
pPlerced Simpson's body. . 

Biggers and Sterne waited for Simpson 
on Crew street at a point where they 
were hidden by an embankment. As 


1 Simpson passed the shooting took place 


and he fell from his buggy and was un- 
conscious before he could make a state- 
ment. He was taken to the Grady hos- 
pital, where he died three nours later. 
Beginning of the Trouble. 

The shooting was the outgrowth of an 
attempt made to have the home of Mrs. 
Biggers and Mrs. Goza declared a dis- 
reputable house by the police. He lived 
at No. 490 Crew street and the women re- 
sided next door, at No. 488 Crew street. 
A short while ago Simpson presented a 
petition to the chief of police asking that 
the women be made to move from the 
neighborhood. The case was called in the 
recorder’s court and withdrawn before 
there was a trial. 

It was thought by the police and the 
friends of all parties interested that the 
matter was at an end, 

According to the statements of Biggers 
and Craig, Simpson continued to harass 
the women with his accusations and they 
wanted him to make an explanation of 
his conduct and that led to the shooting. 

Strong Feature of the Case. 

A feature of the case which throws light 
on the killing and which will be given 
prominence by the state in the prosecution 
is the fact that an attempt was made 
by Craig to get Simpson to leave his 
house Wednesday night, the evening be- 
fore the shooting. Craig called at Simp- 
son's nouse and asked him to step out- 
side. Simpson, probably expecting trou- 
ble, refused to do so. Neighbors ‘state 
that more than one man went to the 
house, but this is denied by Cratg. 

Two pistols and a shotgun figure in the 
affair. Biggers, when he surrendered to 
Officer George Phillips, had two pistols, 
one of which he claimed belonged to 
Simpson. Leaning against a tree close 
to the scene of the killing was a single 
barrel shotgun loaded. Biggers admits 
that the shotgun belongs to him. 

Most of the witnesses agree that five 
shots were fired. Biggers states that 
Simpson fired one snot and he fired twice 
at his victim, 

Theory of the Police. 

The officers who investigated the affair 

say that Biggers fired all five shots and 
they believe the last shot was from Simp- 
son’s pistol, which Biggers took and 
used. Their tneory of the case is ag fol- 
lows: 
Biggers, Sterne and Craig, witb the 
knowledge of the two women, decided to 
kill Simpson. They armed themselves ana 
went to Simpson's house Wednesday 
night. Craig wa8 sent to toll Simpson 
from his house while Biggers and Sterne 
waited outside to shoot him. Foiled in 
this attempt, Biggers and Sterne waited 
for Simpson yesterday morning as he was 
on his way to the postoffice. They hid 
behind an embankment and as Simpson 
passed they opened fire on him. The 
first shot took effect and Simpson f¢! 
from his buggy. Biggers and Sterne rusn- 
ed up to him and Biggers continued to 
fire. Simpson tried to draw his pistol 
and while he was down on the ground 
Biggers took Simpson's pistol and fired 
the last shot, as his own weapon was 
empty, there being only four empty shelig 
found in it. 

Regarding the call at Simpson's house 
Wednesday night, Craig says he went 
there alone to ask Simpson to explain 
what he meant Dy his ac:usations against 
his (Craig’s) aunts. Craig disclaims hav- 
ing had anything to do with the shooting 
yesterday morning.

Verdict of Coroner’s Jury. 

The jury, after considering all the evi- 
dence, rendered the following verdict: 

‘we, the coroner’s jury impaneled 
and duly sworn to inquire into the cause 
of the death of William H. Simpson, now 
lying dead before us, find from the evi- 
dence delivered under oath that he came 
to his death from pistol shot wounds, 
one near the brain, one close to the heart 
and two others in the right arm, said 
pistol being in the hands of Willis R. 
Biggers, and we recommend that said 
Biggers and H. I. Sterne be held for 
murder and that Samuel H. Craig and 
Mrs. Claude Goza and Mrs. W. R. Big- 
gers be held as accessories.’’ 

Shortly after the verdict of the jury, 
a deputy sheriff called at the police bar- 
racks and the five prisoners were trans- 
ferred by him to the Tower. 

The prisoners have retained” Messrs. 
Arnold & Arnold and Robert B. Black- 
burn to defend them. 

After the inquest, Recorder Broyles 
stated to a reporter of The Constitution 
that he remembered the cases against 
Mrs. Goza and Mrs. Biggers. 

“The cases were not dismissed,” stated 
the recorder. ‘‘They were called in my 
eourt and Attorney Hayden, represent- 
irig the prosecution, stated in court that 


- #t ‘trad “been decided to withdraw the 


charges for the sake of harmony and 
peace. [ thereupon arked the cases 
dismissed. There was no investigation 
by me.” 

The coroner's jury did not go into the 
police court case, although it was the 
primary cause that led up to the killing 
of Simpson. 

Parties to the Tragedy. 


‘Wiliam H. Simpson was a mail carrier 
for several years, and was well-known 
in many sections of the city. He was 4 
years of age and was born in Washing- 
ton, Wilkes county, this state. His fath- 
‘er was Rev. E. T. Simpson, a Presby- 
terian minister of Wilkes county. He 
came to Atlanta twenty years ago and 
fifteen years ago was appointed a mail 
searrier. He leaves a wife and two 
young sons. One of the sons, aged 13, 
became infuriated, it is said, and wanted 
to kill Biggers with a parlor rifle when 
he heard his father was shot. 

Willis R. Biggers is a son of Willis R. 
@Biggers, Sr., and the grandson of Dr. 
8: .T.. Biggers. He is at present em- 
ployed as a draughtsman with J. W. 
Golucke & Co., architects. He is a young

Tried To Kill Burton Smith. 

Since the killing of Simpson by Big- 
gers, the facts of an attempt by Biggers 
and Sterne to_kill Attorney Burton Smith 
about Mrs. Claude Goza have been given 
publication. It océurred over a year ago 
and at thé-tinfé Mr. Smith made a writ- 
ten statement for his friends of the whole 
affair. The statement is as follows: 

“Mrs. Goza, in January or February, of 
last year, was employed as a stenograph- 
er in the office of Thomas lL. Bishop. 
Mr. Bishop’s offices, as well as my own, 
were in the Temple Court building. I did 
not at that time even know Mrs. Goza. 
I had seen a lady in Mr. Bishop’s of- 
fice, but did not know who she was. 

“One Monday night two men, whom 
I afterwards learned to be Biggers and 
Sterne, called at my house about 6 o’clock. 
I was not at home, but my son met 
them. Their deportment struck him as 
very peculiar, for when I came home 
about 11 o’clock I found my pistol on the 
dresser and a note from my son, telling 
me that two bad-looking men-had been 
there to see me. He added that they 
might come back, and he had loaded my 
pistol, advising me to take it with me 
if I went to the door. 

“About midnight the door bell rang 
and I went to the door. Opening it, I was 
confronted by two men, one of whom 
had a pistol in his hand under his arm, 
while the other had his hands ih his pock- 
ets. One of them said: 

“You assaulted my sister, Mrs. Goza, 
and we are going to kill you!’ 

“I had my pistol in my pocket and my 
finger was on the trigger. I said: ‘Who 
is Mrs. Goza? I never heard of her.” He 
said: *‘Skhe is Mr. Bishop's stenographer.’ | 
I sald ‘“What—but/ wait a minute—raké 
your hand out of .your pocket and take 
it slow. If either of you: make another 
movement I will shoot you in your tracks. 
My finger is on the trigger of my pis- 
tol.’ 

‘“‘My pistol was a 44-caliber Colts. Big- 
gers was in front of me, to the left, with 
his arms folded and the pistol in his 
right hand. Sterne started to draw his 
pistol when I told him to take it out 
slowly, my purpose being to wait until 
his pistol was out of his pocket and then 
shoot, so it would fall on the fivor. I 
told him to take it out slowly for fear 
that he might get it quickly before I 
could shoot. 

“I had quite a talk with them, remark- 
ing to Biggers that I had been practicing 
law in Atlanta for twenty years. 
‘You have never heard of my being mix- 
ed up in a woman scrape,’ I said, ‘and | 
if | were I certainly would not be fool 
enough to commit an assault.” Biggers 
said: ‘Yes; that is true. I have known 
you for years, and your reputation has 
always been good.’ 

“We talked a little and I suggested 
that if they had anything further to 
say they should call at my office tne fol- 
lowing day. Then they left. ‘They did 
not call-the next day at the appointed 
hour, but a half hour later I learned tney 
were in the hall. Accordingly 1 walked 
out in the hall and walked up and down 
several times, passing them. Then I re- 
turned to my office, and thought they 
had gone and the matter’ was at’ an 
end. 

‘Perhaps an hour later I was walking 
in the smme hallway when Sterne step- 
ped up behind me, raised a pistol and 
started to shoot me. Mr. George Kk 
erts, who happened to be passing, saw 
him in time to grab the weapon from 
him. Mr. Roberts had been representing 
Biggers and Sterne in some litigation. 

“IT learned of this and going to his of- 
fice I told him that matters had to be 
settled between Biggers and Sterne and 
myself that day. I told him they must | 
agree to let me alone or I would either 
have them arrested and prosecuted or I 
would kill them both. 

‘They later admitted that they had done 
me a grievous injustice. I was told by 
some friends at the time that the matter 
might be taken up by the grand jury. I 
told them I had no objection at all, ag 
the charge was absurd and could easily 
be disproved.”’ 

Biggers denies that he éver sought any 
trouble with Attorney Smith. Sterne ad- 
mits a part of the story and says he 
had a pistol taken away from him in 
Temple Court but he did not try to shoot 
the lawyer.

Of this 
amount 16 per cent represents the value 
of buildings and 8 per cent the value 
of land and improvements other than 
buildings. The value of farm implements 
and machinery was $3,939,480, and live 
stock $41,378,695. The total value of farm 
property was $92,481,615. The total value 
of animal products in 1899 was $27,672,002, 
of which 89 per cent in animal products 
and the rest in crops, including forest 
products, cut or produced on farms. The 
gross farm income in 1899 was $23,237,992 
and the gross income on investment 2 
per cent.

More Soldiers Called Out. 


The situation during the remainder of 
the afternoon, after the militia officers 
had been over the field and had mapped 
out plans of campaign and the proclama- 
tion of Governor Kimball had been pub- 
lished, was such that General Tanner de- 
termined to have all the soldiers availa- 
ble.

Miss Taylor’s Pen. 


Miss Rebecca Taylor, who has been 
dismissed from the war department be- 
cause of a newspaper article in which 
she criticised a speech of President 
Roosevelt, is, in a sense, the victim of 
what might be termed the new woman 
idea of taking an active interest in pub- 
lic affairs. Miss Taylor has been an em- 
ployee of the war department since the 
outbreak of the Spanish war. She is a 
lady of opinions and possesses the ability 
to express them forcefully. She is one 
of a number of persons who have tak- 
en advantage of the opportunity offered 
by The Washington Post, which devotes 
a page each Monday to “Letters from 
the People.’’ While the Sampson-Schley 
controversy was raging Miss ‘Taylor 
made a thorough study of the different 
phases of the questions involved in the 
discussion and was a most ardent sup- 
porter of Admiral Sampson and a most 
severe critic of Admiral Schley. She was, 
indeed, as uncompromisingly anti-Schley 
as Admiral Crowninshield himself. It is 
not on record that Secretary Root or 
other administration officials were at 
that time particularly opposed to Miss 
Taylor's discussing the live topics of the 
day, though when she essayed to differ 
from her superiors on the Philippines 
question she was promptly found acting 
in a manner prejudicial to the good of 
the service.

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CADETS GIVEN DIPLOMAS 
BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


West Point, N. ¥., June .—The cen- 
tennial celebration of the West Point 
Military academy was ended today with 
the presentation of diplomas to the grad- 
uating class. The weather was fine and 
the ceremony took place out of doors on 
that part of the parade grounds known 
as “Cavalry Plain.”” An open tent over 
a platform had been erected for the 
speakers and officials and standing at 
the front of the platform President 
Roosevelt presenté@® each new officer with 
his diploma. 

It was expected the president would 
make a few remarks, but he simply shook 
hands with each c&det. On the platform 
besides the presideht were General Hor- 
ace Porter, General Miles, Secretary Root. 
Secretary Moody, the Chinese minister, 
Wu Ting-fang, Senator Pettus, of Ala- 
bama, and others. 

The speakers wére General Dick, for 
the board of visitors; Secretary Root. for 
the government, and General Miles, for 
the army. 

Secretary Root said it was a funda- 
mental prin¢iple that the milftary branch 
of the government should be subject to 
the control of the civil. He told the ca- 
dets to bear in mind that their education 
was not by any means complete, and 
that they could go on learning to be 
good soldiers yntil they retfred-if they 
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were lucky enough to live until the age 
of 64. The regular army in fime of war, 
he said, was a nucleus of a greater or- 
ganization including the militia and na- 
tional guard, and he advised the cadets 
to get the good will of these bodies and 
of citizens interested in the army. 

The secretary told how an old officer 
in the late war happened to come under 
the command of a young volufifeer officer, 
and yet continued fo do his duty with- 
out giving any sign of the feelings he 
must have had as an old and faithful 
soldier. 

“His conduct attracted atténtion,”’ sald 
the speaker, “and the present picked 
him out to lead the American army to 
Pekin—General A. R. Chaffee. It was be- 
cause: he ruled his own spifit that the 
president thought Ne could take a city.” 

The two most talked of fncidents of 
the celebration are the speech of Gen- 
eral Horace Porter, which made a déep 
impression, and the defense of the army 
in different speeches. General Miles’ re- 
marks today were chiefly those of an 
older to younger officers and referred al- 
most wholly to the business of war. He 
said there were sufreme moménts in the 
life of a soldier, one when an Officer 
knows he is doing just wha? the enemy 
thinks he is not, and when hte feels one 
more victory has b@éen added to American 
glory.

Moorfield Storey, of Boston; Congress- 
man James Griggs, 32 Georgia, and Con- 
gressman John §S. Williams, of Missis- 
sippi. Senator Culberson and Charles 
Francis Adams had hoped to be present, 
but were detained at the last moment. 
The Tribune will say tomorrow: 

“The significance of the meeting of so 
many prominent anti-impertalists seems 
ito be this: The luncheon was arranged 
to make impossible in the future any dis- 
sension among the leaders of the oppo- 
sition to the government’s Philippine pol- 
icy. They met to discuss every phase 
of the eastern situation, and they left the 
table feeling that they understood each 
other.

Locomotive Bearing Mine Officials Is 
Fired Qn, but No One Was Hurt. 
The Situation Is Some

ginia. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 12.—IJt was learn-. 
ed at the office of the Lehigh Valley Coal 
Company today that an attempt was 
made last night on the life of Superin- 
tendent Thomas Thomas, of the William 
A colliery, of the Lehigh Valley company, 
at Old Forge, north of this city. The 
day and night superintendents do not 
live in thé colliery, as do many of the 
other empléyees, and they are takén to 
and from the place on a locomotive. Last 
night the superintendent reached the col- 
liery safelyg A few minutes later, Super- 
intendent’ Thomas came out and when 
about 300 yards from the breaker, he says, 
a number of men who were in ambush 
opened fire on the locomotive. Fortunate- 
ly the engine was traveling rapidly and 
it was soon out of range of fire. The 
offfeials say about ten shots were fired. 

There were six persons on the locomo- 
tive, the engineer, fireman, conductor, two 
brakemen and Swuperintendent Thomas. 
As soon as the firing began the six men 
immediately dropped to the floor of the 
locomotive and its tender, and in that 
way saved themselves. The window paneg 
of the cab were broken and the locomo- 
tive and tender were perforated with bul- 
lets and-buckshot. 

More Men at Work. 

Roanoke, Va., June 12.—The officials of 
the Norfolk and Western ‘Railroad Com- 
pany today said that the situation in the 
Pocahontas coal field has gradually im- 
proved and that the outlook for a final 
and early settlement of the trouble is con- 
siderably brighter. Forty mines out of 
forty-six are working today. Some of 
them have very small forces. The output 
yesterday was 185 cars and today’s load- 
ing will be more.

Reports 
from all the districts say that the burgh- 
ers are increasingly friendly. The only 
bitterness observable among the leading 
Boers here is against France and Ger- 
many. They assert the war was protract- 
ed unnecessarily owing to nopes held out 
by the French and German press. Some 
of the Boers are so incensed that they 
have expressed the hope that some day 
they will fight on the side of the Britisa 
against one of these powers.

Strikers Lose Ground. 

Bluefield, W. Va., June 12.—Regardless 
of the statement made by the union men 
that not two per cent of the miners would 
return to work this morning, more men 
are at work today than any day since the 
strike began. This is partially accounted 
for by the importation of a hundred or 
more Hungartans into the fields last 
night. It is very probable that from 175 
to 200 cars will be loaded in this, region 
today. Eighty-five per cent of the men 
are still out. 

The strikers lost considerable ground 
in the Flat Top coal region today. A 
good number of the strikers who have 
remained out since Saturday, returned to 
work during the day, and with the new 
labor imported last night the operators 
were able to load almost twice as much 
coal as they loaded yesterday. It is, 
however, an evident fact that at least 70 
per cent of the men are still out. The 
agitators are making a hard fight, and 
today appointed committees to ascertain 
the needs of the striking men and their 
families with a view to supplying them 
the necessaries of life. The operators ara 
very jubilant over the turn the strike 
has taken today, claiming that the back- 
bone of the strike is broken. 

Georgia Negroes Wanted. 

Thurmond, W. Va., June 12.—A rumor 
was current here today that the opera- 
tors have combined and sent to Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Texas and Louisiana for 
negroes to take the places of striking 
miners, and that agents will search those 
states for men, who will be brought to 
West Virginia in large numbers.

PUSHING IRRIGATION BILL. 


It Will Be Read for Amendment in 


House Today. 

Washington, June 12.—The house, to- 
day adopted a special rule for the con- 
sideration of the irrigation bill which 
passed the senate some time ago, and 
devoted the day to general debate upon 
the measure. By the terms of the rule 
general debate closed at adjournment 
this evening. Tomorrow the bill will be 
read for amendment under the five min- 
ute rule. 

Messrs. Mondell, of Wyoming, Tongue, 
of Oregon, Tirrell, of Massachusetts, and 
Shallenberger, of Nebraska, spoke today 
in favor of the bill. Mr. Ray, chairman 
of the judiciary committee, made a long 
legal argument against it. Mr. Olmsted, 
of Pennsylvania, enlivened the proceed- 
ings with a humorous speech in reply to 
Mr. Cushman’s attack upon the commit- 
tee on rules, 

Mr. Mondel] submitted an extended ar- 
gument in favor of the bill. The amount 
of land which ultimately might be re- 
claimed by irrigation was estimated, he 
said, between 35,000,000 and 75,000,000 acres. 
It was estimated, he said, that the pend- 
ing bill would produce a fund from the 
sale of public landg of between two and 
two and a half million dollars, which 
would gradually increase. It also was 
estimated that the cost of bringing water 
to the settlers would be about $10 per 
acre, so that at the present rate the bill 
would bring 250,000 acres under irrigation 
annually. 

Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, argued 
that the only method of building up the 
arid land states was to provide for their 
irrigation. The bill would not take a dol- 
lar out of the treasury, he said. It would 
only use the proceeds from the sale of 
lands in each state for the benefit of 
such state. 

Mr. Olmsted defended the machinery of 
the house, arguing that present legislative 
methods were necessary for the transac- 
tion of public business. Fourteen thou- 
sand bills had been introduced at the 
present session. The house would have to 
sit night and day for ten years to con- 
sider and pass upon all of them. He 
went over the record to show that more 
bills had been passed and more unani- 
mous consentg had been accorded in the 
last congress than in the forty-ninth 
and fiftieth congresses before the present 
system went into effect. He conciuded 
by adjuring members in the language of 
a western music hall notice, “Don’t shoot 
the fiddlers, they are doing the best 
they can.”

Washington, June 12.—The total value of 
merchandise imported during the ten 
months ended April 30, 1902, was $65,350,952, 
against $54,412,267 for the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1901.

727,965, against $49,969,060 for the same pe- 
riod of 1901. 

The value of merchandise coming from 
the United States for the time was $23,-

while the exports for 1992 amounted to 
$26,732,777, a decrease of about $7,000,000.

M. Bussiere, radical, moved an interpel- 
lation of the policy of the government 
and urged the government to firmly carry 
out the radical programme and introduce 
measures tending to the separation of 
church and state, and providing for a 
progressive income tax and the partial 
purchase of the railroads by the state. 

M. Jaures, socialist, said he was pleased 
by the government's promise to vigor- 
ously enforce the law of association; but 
he regretted that the powers of the clergy

that the reduction of the period of mili- 
tary service to two years would be the 
first step in the formation of a militia 
system. He suggested that France take 
the glorious initiative in disarmament.

Vessels. 


GOVERNMENT GIVES MONEY 


Additional Appropriation of $65'7,- 
000 Has Been Made—Work Wil!’ 
Begin Shortly. 


Charleston, 8 C., June 12.—(Special.)— 
The action of the: United States senate 
in voting an extra appropriation of $657,- 
000 for immediate work on the navy yard 
at Charleston is accepted here as final 
evidence that the construction of this im- 
portant work will shortly begin. Mayor 
Smyth has been advised by the navy de- 
partment that plans have already been 
accepted and within the next few weeks 
bids will be called for. Unless there is 
an unexpected chance the actual con- 
struction will begin within sixty or nine- 


ty days, and there will be no delay in 


having the station completed. 

The failure of the city heretofore to 
Settle the water question has been re 
sponsible for the delay in the navy 
yard plans, but now that the new water 
supply is assured the navy deparignent 
is anxious to get the buildings under way 
at once. 

Mayor Smyth, who has just returned 
from Washington, has shown the gov- 
ernment engineers that the council has al- 
ready settled the water question and as 
soon as the voters oan ratify its action 
the contracts will at once be signed. 
The money for the enterprise has been 
subscribed by Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia capitalists, and with the clinching 
of this deal the city is finally in position 
to secure the rich naval station prize. 

Naval engineers who have inspected 
the government's property at Chicora 
Park say that the facilities here are 
splendidly adapted for such a project. 
There is an abundance of water, the lo- 
cation is within easy reach of the sea, 
and when completed the dry dock will be 
powerful enough to accommodate any 
ship in the navy.

J. T. Webb Fatally Wounded in Pratt- 
ville, Ala. 


WILSON OOK PQCKETBOOK 


Produced It When . Accused—Later 
Met Webb, Who Walked Away, 
Wilson Then Drew Pistol, 
Firing Twice, Inflict- 
ing Mortal Wound. 


Tifton, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—John 
T. Webb was shot at Prattville, Aia., 


Tuesday morning by a white man named 
Wilson. 

It appears that Webb missed his pocket- 
book from his coat hanging tin his room 
at the hotel that morning. He suspected 
Wilson of the theft and accosted him in 
the hotel office.

BEAT HIS HORSE 
AND WAS SLAIN 


Lille Is* Now Charged With 
Murdering His Brother 


Dead Man Was Cruel to Animal. 
Brother Protested and Was 
Cursed — With Stick He 
Inflicts Wound That 
Ends Fatally. 


Waycross, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—The 
coroner’s jury, which held an inquest yes- 
terday over the body of Leon Little, who 
was killed by his brother, Jim Little, In 
its verdict recommended that the latter 
he held on the charge of murder.

“My brother has often cruelly whipped 
his horse and I have time and again 
asked him to stop it. Saturday he was 
in a fleld about 200 yards from where I 
was plowing and I saw him again cruelly 
beating his horse. I watched him for a 
while and then went over and told him 
to stop it. He and said that 
the horse was his and he would beat It 
if he wanted to. 

“When he cursed me I picked up a small 
stick lying near by and struck him a 
light lick side the head. I had no in. 
tention of killing him and was surprised 
when he fell to the ground and lay there, 
I thought he was shamming, and so took 
his horse to the lot, leaving him lying 
on the ground. 

“When I had put his horse up and went 
to the house Leon's wife had already suc- 
ceeded in getting him into the house. He 
was sitting in a chair, but was uncon- 
scious. I still thought that he was not 
badly hurt and I was really surprised 
Sunday when the doctor told me that he 
would die, 

“I tried to kill myself because I fat 
60 miserable about it. No one saw the

No Neei for Boats To 
Virginia. 
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NEWS IS SENT TO SAVANNAH 


Merchants There Have Supply, but 
It Is Being Consumed With- 
out Renewal. 


Savannah, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)— 
Tramp steamships in south Atlantic 
ports and those that may enter before 
the termination of the coal strike are in 
danger of being tied up for lack of coal, 

News reached Savannah today 
Norfolk and Newport News, Va., 
it was useless to send steamships there 
to be coaled, for coal cannot be secured. 
Savannah coal merchants representing 
the coaling stations at those places were 
notified to make no more contracts with 
tramps to coal. 

Tramps that take on their cargoes at 
Savannah and other south Atlantic ports 
usually reach port with enough enal left 
in their bunkers to enable them, after 
taking on cargo, to run to Norfolk, 
where they coal. They thus save the 
freight on coal, besides gaining the ad- 
vantage of the coaling facilities of that 
place. 

Savannah coal merchants have a good 
supply of coal on hand, but it is being 
consumed without renewal. They can- 
not get coal from the eastern ports, un- 
less upon contracts for which coal has 
been held. The Alabama and Tennessee 
coal fields are still open to them, as the 
miners there have not struck. It is not 
known whether or not they will strike. 


May Not Renew Contract. 


The scale upon which they are working 
is covered by contract that expires July 
1. It remains to be seen whether both 
parties are willing to renew the contract 
upon the same scale. If this is not done 
it will mean the closing down or crip- 
pling of the mines, affecting the output. 
That would mean the further depletion 
of the coal supply and prices may be 
looked to rise.

They declare that the 
southern coal could readily be utilized 
for coaling ships, and that there are 
ample facilities here for the work.

A NICE POINT 


Declares Governor May Have 
To Appoint Judge Lewis’ 
Successor, 


VACANCY REPORTED 
TO OCCUR OCTOBER 1 


@minent Georgia Jurist Asserts That 
To Have ‘New Justice Elected, 
Lewis’ Resignation Must 
Be in Before Octo- 
ber 1.

Governor Candler has received an in- 
teresting letter from a prominent Geor- 
gia jurist whose name he declines to make 
public, having a bearing upon the resig- 
nation of Justice Hal Lewis from the su- 
preme court bench. It has been general- 
ty understood that Justice Lewis’ resig- 
nation would be made to take effect Oc- 
tober 1, and, in consequence, many of 
those who have given the matter any 
thought have come to the conclusion that 
the most natural thing to occur would 
be for the state convention to nominate 
his successor. 

The eminent lawyer who has favored 
the governor with a communication 
touching the case, makes the announce- 
ment that should Justice Lewis’ resig- 
Mation take effect on the date mentioned, 
it would be the duty of the governor to 
appoint his successor. In explanation of 
this the writer says that the 1st of Oc- 
tober this year will fall on the first Wed- 
hnesday of that month, which is the day 
of the regular state election. He takes 
the position that if Justice Lewis cre- 
ates a vacancy on that day it will be 
Governor Candler’s duty to name his suc- 
cessor, who will hold office until the 
*““‘next’’ regular election. He contends 
that an election which is held on the same 
Gay that a vacancy occurs cannot be the 
“next” regular election, but is the ‘‘pres- 
ent” election. The ‘‘next’’ election, he de- 
clares, would not occur until October, 1904. 

Point Is Interesting. 

The point is an interesting one in view 
pf the great interest that is being mani- 
fested all over the state in the selection 
of Justice Lewis’ successor. A number of 
prominent judges and lawyers are in 
the race for the nomination, and many 
others have been mentioned in connection 
with the matter. 

In order for Justice Lewis’ successor to 
fbe named by the convention, says the gov- 
ernor’s correspondent, it will be necessary 
for him to have his resignation take ef- 
fect prior-to October 1—the day before. 
for instance. The lawyer already quoted 
asserts that if a vacancy is created on 
the day of ‘the regular election the gov- 
ernor will be in duty bound, according to 
the constitution, to appoint another jus- 
tice who will serve until the next regular 
election. 

He holds that if the vacancy 
on election day and the nominee of the 
convention is elected, the election of the 
Bupreme court judge will be void. 

The Letter in Full. 

The letter which Governor Candler has 
received is as follows: 

“My Dear Governor: I see by the news- 
papers that Judge Lewis, of the supreme 
court, will make his resignation take ef- 
fect on October 1. October 1 happens 
this vear to be the first Wednesday in 
October. and that is the day of the regn- 
lar state election. If Judge Lewis cre- 
ates a vacancy on that dav it will be your 
duty to appoint a successor who will hold 
office until the ‘next’ regular election, and 
until his successor is elected and quali- 
fied. An election which is held on the 
same day that a vacancy occurs cannot 
be the ‘next’ regular election. It is the 
present election. The ‘next’ regular elec- 
tion will be the one that takes plare in 
1904. Iam prompted to write to you about 
this thing because there are a number 
of candidates to fill the vacancy caused 
by Judge Lewis’ resignation who are &o- 
ing to submit their names to the conven- 
tion in July and who expect to be nomi- 
nated and elected in October. If Judge 
Lewis creates a vacancy on October 1 
next, you will be bound, under the con- 
etitution, to appoint his successor and 
any election of the judge on that day will 
be void. The man appointed by you will 
hold until the next regular election and 
until his successor is qualified. Of course, 
if Judge Lewis makes his resignation 
take effect prior to the regular election.

BEFORE PEOPLE 


‘Committee Does Not Expect 
Council To Pass Upon 
It, 


COUNCIL MEMBERS \THINK 
" THEY MUST APPROVE 


Committee Is Rapidly Completing Its 
Work—Question of the Number 
of Wards Wiil Be Passed 
Upon at the Meeting 
Today. 


The charter revision committee will 
meet this afternoog at 3 o’clock and sev- 
eral important matters will be taken up. 
Probably the most important of these 
matters will be the report of the com- 
mittee on ward lines. 

This committee met yesterday after- 
noon and after much debate decided in 
favor of recommending that there be 
nine wards. The vote was unanimous, 
with the exception of Judge Hillyer, who 
favored ten wards with the central 
ward idea. The plan of having what 
should be known as a central ward has 
been discussed for some time and Judge 
Hillyer was very much in favor of it, 
but the committee did not agree with 
him ang will report for nine wards with- 
out the central ward feature. The exact 
defines of the wards have not been fully 
settled yet, but the committee will com- 
plete its work this morning and present 
the completed map to the general com- 
mittee this afternoon. 

There will also be a report from the 
subcommittee on franchises. The fran- 
chise question was in the main disposed 
of when the city reached an agreement 
with the company that controls all of the 
franchises in the city, but the commit- 
tee with the subject in charge will prob- 
ably make some valuable suggestion this 
afternoon. 

The time for completing the work of 
forming the new charter is rapidly 
drawing near, and as there is still-a 
great deal of important work to be done, 
Chairman Hillyer, of the committee of 
forty-nine, urges that all of the mem- 
bers be present this afternoon. 

Difference of Opinion. 

It was thought at the last meeting of 
the committee that it would be neces- 
sary to ask the council to extend the 
tiime, but this will not be done if it can 
possibly be helped. 

There seems to be a very decided dif- 
ference of opinion between some mem- 
bers of the general coungil and a ma- 
jority of the members of the committee 
of forty-nine. The resolution which 
was passed by council last year creating 
the charter revision committee did not 
provide that the new charter, when 
completed, should be referred back to 
the council for its approval. It seems 
to be the opinion of a large majority 
of that body that council will not be 
asked to pass one way or the other upon 
the new charter, but that it will be 
taken direct to the legislature when 
completed. 

A different idea seems to prevail in the 
council. There are a large number of 
councilmen, if not a majority, who are 
under the impression that they are to 
have the last whack at the new char- 
ter, and they expect the committee of 
forty-nine to send the new charter to 
council before it is taken to the legisla- 
ture. Several members of council were 
discussing the matter at the city hall 
yesterday, and it was their opinion that 
they were to go over the new charter 
and either give it their approval or dis.- 
approval before it went to the legisla- 
ture. This is the way the matter stands 
at present. 

If the charter committee should ask 
the council for more time, that body 
will probably in the resolution granting 
more time state’ the date on which it 
expects the new charter to be sub- 
mitted to it. As the charter committee 
seems to have no idea of submitting it to 
council at any time, such a course wil]! 
complicate matters. Just what action, 
if any, the charter committee will take 
regarding the matter is not known, but 
it seems certain now that one body or 
the other will have to change its plan 
before the charter reaches the legisla- 
ture. 

The matter of submitting the new 
charter to the people to pass on will 
probably come up at the meeting this 
afternoon. Several members, both of 
the charter committee and/of council, 
favor this idea, and as there seems to 
be a sentiment to have this done, it may 
be that the whole charter wil] be voted 
on by the people before it is sent to 
the legislature.

SOUTHERN CLOSES iG DEAL 


Negotiations Completed for Transfer 
of A., V. and W. July 1. 


MAY EXTEND ROAD TO ALBANY 


Atlantic, Valdosta and Western Is 
One of the Best Railroad Proper- 
ties in South Georgia. 


The negotiations for. the purchase of 
the Atlantic, Valdosta and Western rail- 
way by the Southern railway have all 
been completed and the Southern will 
take possession of the new acquisition on 
July 1. Secretary Massey, of the state 
railroad commission, has received a let- 
ter from President Samuel Spencer, of 
the Southern, in which the latter states 
that all arrangements for the purchase, 
have been completed and that the deal 
will go through on July 1. 

This will give the Southern railway a 
direct line from Jacksonville to Valdosta, 
and it is believed that the Southern wil! 
extend the system to Albany, which 
will give it a Hne through one of the 
richest cotton sections of the country 

The Atlantic, Valdosta and Western 
railway is considered one of the most 
valuable pieces of railroad property in 
the southern section of Georgia. The 
road is 110 miles in length and runs a di- 
rect line from Valdosta to Jacksonville. 
Some time ago the present owners of the 
road bad a survey made of a proposed 
route from Valdosta to Albany and the 
Southern will undoubtedly carry out this 
extension. 

The earnings of the Atlantic, Valdosta 
and Western for the year ending June 50, 
1901, amounted to $252,732.51, while the 
operating expenses aggregated $191,059.14 
for the sarme period. The company was 
capitalized at $3,500,000, divided into $1,750,- 
000 of common stock and a similar 
amount of preferred. It was authorized 
to issue $5,000,000 of bonds, but had only 
issued $1,282,000, at 5 per cent, payable 
semi-annually. The interest each year 
amounted to $64,100.

NEW CAR SERVICE IN EFFECT. 


East Point Cars Will Not Stop for 
Passengers in 
Future. 

Beginning yesterday, the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company put into ef- 
fect a new rule in regard to cars run- 
ning on the East Point line.

BEFORE CROWNED HEADS 


MME. GRANT PERFORMED 


HE death of Mme. ‘Antoinette 
Brousil Grant yesterday at noon at 
her home on Courtland street, 


closed the career of a woman of most 
interesting personality and most event- 
ful history. She has Hved in Atlanta 
only four years, but during aM of that 
time she has been one of the most active 
and energetic members of the musical 
world, although she was well edvanced 
in years, her sixty-ninth birthday, had 
she lived to see it, coming on August 19 
next. 

Until a week before her death she con- 
tinued to teach and not a month ago 
she played at the commencement con- 
cert of the schoo] in which she was mt- 
sic teacher. She had many friends. who 
regarded her with a loving admiration. 
She is survived by her husband, Mr. A. 
G. Grant, and by her daughter, Mrs. 
James Hoffman, in Atlanta, and by a 
brother in England, who is a violoncello 
instructor at Oxford and Cambridge. 

Mme. Grant was born in Austria, her 
father a prominent government official, 
and she was one of six children, ail of 
whom were remarkably gifted musically. 
It was as a birthday surprise to their 
father that the six Brousi) children, the 
youngest only four and a half, first 
played in concem&, and such was the 
musical sensation they created, that they 
were requested to play before the Aus- 
trian emperor. This appearance before 
royalty was the first of a series of simi- 
lar honors bestowed upon the Brousil 
family by many other crowned heads, 
including Empress Bugenie, of France, 
and Queen Victoria, of England. Mme. 
Grant leaves many handsome jewels, 
which were royal presents in apprecia- 
tion of the Brousi] family concerts. Be- 
sides her artistic successes in concert, 
Mme. Grant is noted wherever she has 
lived for her generosity, many a worthy 
cause being benefited by charity con- 
certs she has arranged. For instance. 
the proceeds from one of a series of 
grand concerts in Dublin by Mme. Grant 
and the Brousil family, were devoted to 
the Chicago sufferers at the time of the 
great fire.

On the pages of the record books given 
to crime there are engrossed quife a list 
of cases, while in the United States dis- 
trict attorney’s office are pigeon holed a 
number of cases which will be considered 
for bills or no bills as the evidence be- 
fore the grand jury warrants. Captain 
J. J. Maddox is foreman of the jury. 

The first.case on the criminal docket, 
and in all probability it will be the first 
case heard by Judge Newman, is that 
against Preston Wooten, a young white 
man, who ig charged with having robbed 
the Seaborn postoffice, in Fulton county, 
in the early part of the current year. 
Young Wooten broke into the building 
during the night on February 23 and 
forcing the safe, walked away with a 
small amount of coin anda handful 
of postage stamps. Secret service men 
had little trouble in tracing thé work and 
Wooten has been in jail since awaiting a 
trial. The evidence against him ig de- 
cidedly conclusive, judging by the records 
made by the grand jury. 

The case will be called Monday morn- 
ing immediately after court opens.

Campbell Company Buys 2,500 Acres 
In Tennessee. 


TO BEGIN MINING AT ONCE 


Estimated That Daily Output Will 
Be 1,000 Tons When Proper- 
ty Is Worked Properly. 


The Campbell Coal and Coke Company, 
of this city, has just closed a deal with 
the Needmore Coal and Coke Company, 
with headquarters at Chattanooga, by 
which it has come into possession of 
2.500 acres of very valuable coal lands 
near South Pittsburg, Tenn.

“The property has been opened before,” 
said Mr. Campbell, ‘‘and we feel con- 
vinced that the coal to be found in large 
quantities in the mine is of a very good 
quality.

Boston, Mass., June 12:—(Special.)— 
Phenomenal indeed was the riding of 
Harry Elkes in the Brassard race at 
Charlies River park track this evening. 
He rode ag no other man ever rode and 
established a clean set of world’s records 
from the 5 to the 4lst mile inclusive, and 
incidentally fractured the hour record by 
almost 2 full miles, covering 41 miles 250 
yards in sixty minutes of riding time. 

Had the track management arranged 
for sufficient police protection there is no 
question but what Harry Elkes would 
have made still further inroads on the 
record table, as in his last three minutes 
of riding the spectators rushed across the 
track and at one time it looked as though 
the Glens Falls man was about to collide 
with a spectator. This caused him to 
lose his pace and likewise considerable 
distance. Then on hig finishing lap he 
was told to get off his pacing machine, 
which he did, and was riding slow when 
the riding time expired. 

He did not get within the records until 
the fifth mile and after that it was a 
case of a steady climb over his op- 
ponents, Walthour, Butler and McCon- 
nell, and a steady climb over the bert 
previous times. He reeled off several 
miles under 1:24 and the fastest mile of 
the lot was the twenty-elghth, which was 
covered in 1 minute 23 seconds, the fastest 
mile ever ridden on a bicycle of any de- 
scription and which figure will long stand 
as the world’s record for the distance. 


The remarkable feature of this work, in 
the minds of many, is that these times 
should be made on a track which was 
constructed for a mile at 1:50 gait, 

The other contestants in the race were 
Walthour, who was defeated by almost 
3 miles: Nat Butler, who was defeated by 
42-3 miles,.and Charles McConnell, who 
wae 42-3 miles to the bad. It is not de- 
tracting from the excellency of Elkes’ 
performance to say that Walthour did 
much to retrieve his recent fall froin 
grace in the eyes of the local public. H¢ 
rode in good shape, but the Glens Falls 
led was too much for him at cvery stage 
of the game. Previous to the contest 
Referee Kelsey had a littie conversation 
with Walthour, during which he collect- 
ed from him the sum of $25 as a fine in- 
flicted for his impudence to the referce

spectators were saved long and unprofit- 
able waits. Walthour had his new ma- 
chine, but it was too much for its riders, 
as Fields could hardly hold the same and 
repeatedly lost his pedals. ‘This handi- 
caped the southerner somewhat in the 
early stages of the game and it was ap- 
parent to the spectators that toward its 
close he was riding much stronger. 

Nat Butler proved a veritable surprise 
party and Charles McConnell is likewise 
deserving of considerable praise for the 
excellency of his work.

Notable Opinions Handed Down Yes- 
terday Morning. 


LOCAL CASES ARE DECIDED. 


Court of Last Resort Brings to a 
Close a Number of Issues 
Long Pending. 


Decisions rendered Thursday, June 12, 1902. 

Justice Lewis was prevented by sickness from 
participating in the adjudication of these 
eases. Each judgment ise concurred in by all 
of the five justices present. 


685. Fitzgerald Military Band v. Colony Bank 
et al. Garnishment. Before Judge HKoberts. 
Irwin superior court. 

Simmons, C. J.—Where a suit was pending 
in a county court, and a summons of garnish- 
ment was issued and served upon a debtor 
of the defendant, and the garniehee answering 
admitted funds in his hands, and thereafter 
the defendant gave a bond to dissolve the 
garnishment, and the clerk of the court no- 
tified the garnishee that the garnishment had 
been dissolved, and the garnishee paid to the 
defendant the amount in his hands, and 
where the bond given to dissolve the garnish- 
ment wae fatally defective: Held (1) That 
there is no law requiring the clerk to give 
such notice, and one who acts upon it does 
so at his peril; (2) that the bond having 
been fatally defective, the garnishee is not 
protected. (Rogers v. Moore, 40 Ga 386. 
distinguished.)
